CHICAOO, Oct. 19.—The Parnell me- 


morial meeting at Central Music bill 
Sunday night was in several respects the 
most significant Iriuh national demon 
•tration ever held in this city. In one of 
Its features and the wild demonstrations 
ol euthusiasm'it will always be meinor 
able. Being a memorial service it had to 
have the benefit of the clergy, and an 
Episcopal minister, the Rev. Charles J. 
Adams, was selected to officiate. At least 
nine-tenths of the 2,500 men and women 
ia the hall were Houian Catholics, but 
aerer before was a clergyman more rev- 
erently and gratefully listened to nor 
more rapturously applauded. One reason 
was that he was of the same creed as Far* 
nell: the other will be found in what he 
•lid. 
Resolutions highly eulogistic of 


Paruell were adopted, closing as follows 
"That the time has come when religious 
differences should no longer be the cause 
of separating the Irish people politically, 
or a bar to their union for their common 
material interests, and, therefore, we re- 
gard the recent efforts of the Irish hier- 
» chy to establish ecclesiastical domina- 
tion In tje affairs of Ireland as the most 
dangerous obstruction to Irish self-gov- 
ernments."!• Still an Irishman. 


Mr. Adams spoke in part as follows: 


"My ancestors have been in America for 
eight generations^ but still 
I am an 


Irishman. Ireland ought to be free. 
am glad to be present at this memorial 
meeting and say something about that 
marvelous man Paruell. Let us not be 
O'Brienites or McCarthyitos, let us be for 
our country without regard to men or 
their creeds. Let us not be Roman Cath- 
olics or Anglo Catholics, but let us be 
Irishmen. 
It was a fact that the church 


was never intended to interfere in poll 
tics, and it is a fact that for 300 years it 
never did. It prayed and wiped an ay 
tears, but it let politics alone, and it 
must do it hereafter in Ireland. 


Remarks of John I>evoy. 


John Devoy, who was warmly received, 


said: "There are facts which, when known, 
will vindicate Parnell. He was stricken 
down in the prime of life, almost ut the 
threshold of the promised land. 
The 


man who has done more for Ireland than 
any man for a century; who has conferred 
on his country more material benefits 
than any man in any age, has been as- 
Bailed and his death baa been represented 
as a benefit to his country. 
In public 


• peeches, in articles in the recognized 
organs of high dignitaries of the church 
he has been assailed since bis death as the 
enemy of his race, and the brand of 
treason has been put upon him. Here to- 
night we are to vindicate his memoiy and 
hurl back in the teeth of these men, no 
matter how high in church or state, the 
vilest calumnies. 
The most dangerous 


falsehoods ever uttered in connection with 
the Irish vote. 


For the Good of the Cause. 


"During the twelve years since the Land 


league was organized I have kept my lips 
sealed to many facts for the good of the 
cause 
I did so during the dreadful per- 


secution to which Parnell was subjected 
the last eleven months of his life, think- 
ing my silence would do him more good 
than my speech. Now he has gone to 
his account and my lips are unsealed 
Charles SWwart Parnell died true to his 
principles and pledges, and never did 
more genuine good work, for Ireland for 
which he will get credit in history than 
during the last eleven months in his ll;rl:t 
against desperate odds. He has been UL 
cu*-ed of coquetting with the Irish force 
contingent. 
Timothy Healy said 
the 


other day the Parnellites were unloosing 
forces they could 
not control. Healy 


ought to take care lest he be held re- 
sponsible for unloosing forces which Par- 
nell kept chained. 


Opened Glads tone's Ejcs. 


Ireland has no reason to be abbamed of 


;he work of her revolutionary contingent;. 
But for these societies the flame of Irish

Through them Gladstone's 


eyes were opened to do Ireland what he 
called justice. But for these societies the 
way would not have been prepared for t he 
baud league and for this movement.

Davitt having the right to speak we 
pledged ourselves to two things—to keep 
the movement free from premature, fu- 
tile attempts at insurrection and that the 
platform should not go any further on 
the laud question than peasant proprie- 
tary.

'Parnell died true to these principles,

The Real Issue in Ireland* 


LONDON, Oct. 19 —Pierce Mahoney, the 


successor of Parneli in command of the 
Parnellite party, is said to have spoken 
Saturday of his opponents as "the clerical 
party." A well known Liberal Unionist, 
speaking of the Irish situation said: "Ire- 
land is simply undergoing the experience 
oi all countries where the mnjority o! 
the people are Roman Catholic. 
The 


Roman church makes an effort to control 
the situation, and a party is formed for 
and against such control. 
That Is the 


real issue today in Ireland, just as it has 
been in France, in Mexico and in all such 
countries where the people are at liberty 
to form parties. In Ireland the break has 
come rather sooner than it might have, 
on account of Parnell's personal 
diffi- 


culties, but it was bound to come." 


The Paris Fund. 


PARIS, Oct. 19.—Several eminent law 


yers, consulted upon the matter of the re- 
lease of the fund of the Irish parliamen 
tary party on deposit here, agree that the 
first step must be an application to the 
court of chancery by the heirs of Mr. Par 
nell and those of Mr. Biggar, for Mr. Big 
gar was a trustee of the fund when Mr. 
Parnell was. If the money goes into the 
caise des consignations it is lost to al] 
but the French treasury. Legal proce 
ings will serve to keep it from everybody 
for many years and then it will fall to 
th<! state. 


Crowds at Parnell's Grave. 


DUBLIN, Oct. 19 —Great crowds flocked 


to Paruell's grave Sunday. All the rail- 
ways ran excursion trains and hosts ol 
people pouied into the city from all dl 
rections. Floral tributes were piled up 
all around the grave. One of the most 
conspicuous was from Polish National 
ists. It was brought by a special dele 
gate from the revolutionary party in 
Warsaw, having been smuggled across 
the Russian frontier. This wieatb was 
placed on the grave with elaborate cere- 
monies.

Boyd TS, Thoyer. 


Ex-Attorney General Garland, acting as 


counsel for James E. Bojd, plaintiff in 
error, made a motion in the supreme court 
of the United States Monday to advance 
for argument the case of Boyd vs. John 
M. Thayer, known as the Nebraska guber- 
natorial case. J. L. Webster, acting for 
Governor Thayer, opposed the motion, 
stating that the attorneys for bis client 
would not be ready to appear and argue 
the case until after" ihe Christmas holi- 
days. The court took the matter under 
advisement 
The Boyd Thayer case has 


attracted considerable attention through- 
out the country. Boyd nas elected gov- 
ernor of Nebraska on the Democratic 
ticket to succeed Thayer, Republican, who 
did not ruu for a second term. Before 
Mr. Boyd could be inaugurated the case 
was brought into court on the contention 
that he was not a citizen of the United 
States, being OL foreign birth and never 
haviug been naturalized. 


Continued to Act as Gut ernor. 


The supreme court of the state of Ne- 


braska 
affirmed 
this contention and 


Thayer continued to act as governor. Mr. 
Garland couleuds that nearly one-half of 
Boyd's term of ofilce as governor must 
expire before the case cau be determined, 
no matter how early a decision may be 
given, aud that if the case is permitted 
to remain on the docket the whole term ' 
will expire and another gubernatorial 
election will be held in Nebraska. It will 
be remembered that there was some in-] 
terest manifested as to whom President i 
Harrison would recognize as governor of 
Nebraska while he was in Omaha, last 
M-ty, returning from his grand circuit of 
the country.
